WHEREAS, the necessity for and advantages of improved roads and Streets; 
the loss to transportation, mercantile, industrial, and farming interests due to bad 
roads, are now generally conceded by the public, and 


WHEREAS, the advocates for and road builders are confronted with many 
problems chiefly among which is the “Traffic” consideration, which require clearly 
defined standards, in the matter of location, foundation and wearing surfaces, and 


WHEREAS, data should be carefully accumulated concerning the various ty- 
pes of permanent construction, in the matter of drainage, sub-grade, and foundation, 
and standard specifications adopted and distributed for the common good of all con- 
cerned, and 


WHEREAS, in the matter of wearing surfaces accumulation of fact and data 
as to behaviour and cost of material under definite degrees of traffic is all important 
and 


WHEREAS, the maintenance of our roads and streets require an adequate 
system for the repair and renewal of the surface, and 


WHEREAS, data concerning the modern types of machinery and road building 
equipment is important in the matter of labour saving devices, effective construction, 
economy and rapidity in the work of construction. 


THEREFORE, we the undersigned being interested in the construction of 
roads and streets and the improvement of existing thoroughfares in the Dominion of 
Canada, hereby join in calling this the Second Canadian & International Good Roads 
Convention, to hold its Sessions at Convocation Hall, in the City of Toronto, March 
22, 23, 24, 25, and 26 1915; for the purpose of carefully considering all matters relating 
to road work, and more especially for the presentation of cost data and fact concer- 
the items mentioned in this preamble, relating to finance, locations, drainage, founda- 
tions, sub-grades, wearing surfaces, maintenance, culverts, bridges, machinery and 
plant, and all other questions which may be of practical assistance to road builders 
throughout the Dominion.

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TOPICS FORS DISCUSSION 


UINIMEE, SYNOPSIS 


Finance: To meet the cost of roads on an equitable and popular basis, is one of the chief problems 
of the good roads movement. ‘‘Ways and means’ is a topic of primary concern to 
councils and the pulbic. 


Road Roads in Canada are largely located to suit property lines rather than for suitable 
. foundations and grades, thereby increasing the cost and difficulty of construction. 
Location: The influence of location; methods of deviating existing roads, and of straightening or 


otherwise improving the location will be of interest. 


Te ffic 4 Roads should be built to suit the traffic over them. Changing traffic conditions, the 
ra . need of regulating traffic, of limiting loads, speed and width of tires, make the subject 
one of timely importance. 


Sub-Grade: Paper treatment of the natural soil on which the road crust is to be laid, was one of 
the fundamental principles discussed by Macadam, and which revolutionized methods 
of road making a little over a century ago. 


Drainage: Good surface drainage and sufficient under drainage are necessary for success in the 
construction of roads and pavements. Methods of drainage are at all times a subject 2 
of interest to road builders, whether dealing with earth roads, gravel roads, stone roads, 3 
or surfaces of a higher type. i 


Road The enduring part of a road if properly built is the foundation. Surfaces wear and 

6 must be renewed; and should we give more attention to the foundation? The value 

Foundations: of permanent foundations is a phase of road-building which should receive serious 
consideration. 


{ A durable wearing surface is invaluable to cities, towns and on country roads. The 
The Wearing selection of a wearing surface adapted to local traffic is one of the chief duties of the 
Surface: highway engineer and the matter is noe of wide public interest. Modern traffic has 
made the problem a very complex one and the “‘best road” is the surface best adapted 

to local traffic and materials available. 


Concrete The use of concrete for road surface while a comparatively new departure is attracting 
the keen attention of highway engineers. A description of this material to date, and

Dust Increasing traffic on streets and main roads has made the matter one of much interest 
is to property owners and users of the roads. Dust preventoin is closely associated with 
Prevention: the preservation of the road surface, and is receiving the careful study of all road 
experts. Progress in the problem is one which is being followed with close attention 

by Councils and the public. 
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Bridges e Bridge construction is a department of road-improvement which often demands 
: immediate and large expenditure to ensure the safety of the travelling public. Loads 
passing over bridges are increasing, while many wooden structures are growing weaker 
from decay. To replace wooden bridges with durable steel and concrete structures is a 

matter of pressing importance in many localities. 


Culverts: The cost of the individual culvert is comparatively small, but to place them on the 
u 2 roads in large numbers and to keep them in repair is a serious tax on funds available for 
road improvement. 


Road There is no such thing as an absolutely permanent road. The problem of maintenance

SyINOPSIS 
(Continued) 


Manual labor has been largely displaced in road construction by machinery and labor- 
saving appliances. More perfect results and at less cost are being brought about by 
this means. To know how to build roads one must know the many types of machines 
available, the conditions and purposes to which they are applicable, and methods of 
operation. 


The value of preserved wooden block for street pavements has been demonstrated in 
the large cities of the world and their use is increasing. 


It is probable that, for the next quarter century, seventy-five per cent of the roads on 
this continent will continue to be earth roads. To obtain the best possible service at 
reasonable cost from earth roads is a problem demanding careful consideration and 
immediate action. The keynote is ‘organization’. How can municipal councils deal 
effectively with the matter ? 


The greater mileage of surfaced roads in Canada must continue to be made with gravel 
and broken stone. They are primarily the roads of moderate farm traffic, and their 
construction has been reduced to standard practice. Councillors can profitably 
understand them in all details. Rate payers should know their limitations in meeting 
the needs of traffic, and should understand the organization necessary to produce good 
results in construction and maintenance. 


Town planning is closely related to road construction in that both, primarily, deal 
with adequate provision for traffic on public thoroughfares. Town planning is also 
township planning. Traffic does not stop at municipal boundaries; and street planning 
extends to and along country roads, 


Good organization is the first step to good roads. The countries of Europe have good 
roads because they have provided adequate organization to build and maintain them 
To equitably distribute the cost, to provide sufficient funds, to guarantee competent 
supervision, and experienced skilled workmen—these are some of the problems of good 
organization,
